| leeres more they have fitted themſelves with armour 


of proofe, ahkd al totheraccourrements of mtarre, they 
have beene very merry, and havedrunke many healths 
to cheir good voyage. and in their eups have made di. 
vidents ofthe Parliament mens: lands ; they are very 
jocund, - and were allaboagd: 17a moraing , the 
wind being then faire, but held but a lacle ſpace 4nd 
now blowes very hard ; ſo that God hath now ſtaze] 
them; The Providence that lyes at Brill, is to take in 
divers of them; ſhee hath taken in much af their 'ug- 
adge, with two great Gunnes, each 12 foot long, 
and ſhoot a bullet of 44 pounds. Alſo the Lyon at 
Helleford fluce hath taken in much luggadge , - there 
are 3 Boyes or Hoyes lying at Tafſcll, laden with arms 
and 33 Caſes of armour ſhipped in Richard Lyndal/

this, I'was rould by one whoſe ſonre firs inthe Cu- 
Romehoure, all theſe ſhipped here by a warrant whic 
they had obtained for 700 Caſes which a Merchant in 
this Towne ſaw.and tould, hee beſides one of rhe Cu- 
ftomehouſe did confeſle it true. They give our diverſe: 
reports of ſtaying of armes, andot their declining 
their voyage, But wee knowing their endeavour to 
worke with all deceivableneſſt,think them only tricks. 
to confound our-intelligence,, for wee fee fuch'as Tre 
laden here ;zare notRayed. Indeed for cerraine the 
States Generall have given out a warrant of ſtay for 
armes ;- But (o they did when all the armes provided 
againſt the Scots were tranſported z the Officers are 
corrupted, There is aBoyer lying within a mile of 
this Towne to bee fraughted with horſe for Þ. Robert, 
a Merchanr of this Towne ſaw the Shippers. Charter: 
party » which is, rhat he carry them to what pard(hall 
appointed by him betweene Dover and Newcattle, 
The Prince undertakes his ſafe-convoy tour , and 
home , and 1ſazck Light a Merchant of the Compx- 
ny here, hath {bought 600 pound worth»2f pouder,, 
and much match , where-it-js-ſhipped , we cannor yet 
heare, ; they worke with much privacy. Monday. laſt, 
thcre came jewell from the Hage valewed at 40060 
Guilders by the ſewellers, they were offered 10000.
